Inspector H. L. 'Edwards, while attending a meeting of the 
National Association of Attorneys General during the Fall of last year, learned 
of the problem and confusion created for local law enforcement by the Supreme 
Court ruling in Mapp vs. Ohio. Edwards immediately launched a major program 
to train local police in the law of searches and seizures. 

Under this program the Training Section brought into the Seat of 
Government 105 law-trained Special Agents and afforded them specialized 
instruction on the Law of Searches and Seizures. A 265-page comprehensive 
Training Document (No. 61) on the topic was issued in February, 1962. A 
curriculum was furnished to the field and to date there have been 285 specialized 
schools on searches and seizures. The attendance was broadened to include 
prosecuting attorneys, judges, and representatives of the State Attorney General 1 s 
Office. There have been scores of laudatory comments on these schools and 
the Attorney General of Kansas prepared an article for the Law Enforcement 
Bulletin in which he praised the FBI for meeting this need of local officers. 

An additional long-range benefit of this program is that we now 
have a trained legal corps of police instructors which will be used in the future, 
when we have fulfilled the immediate need for searches and seizures training, to 
afford further specialized schools on legal subjects such as evidence, arrests, etc. 

I feel that this program has been most successful and that there 
should be recognition given to Inspector Edwards for his initiation and guidance 
of this program.

All of the salaries and other costs such as secretarial 
help, telephone, etc. which adhere to the program activities 
of the Committee are defrayed from the contributions of 
funds and foundations. The Richardson Foundation fund of 
$25,000.00 although not limited to that purpose was given 
with the request that it be used to establish an operating 
staff. Part of these monies have been spent on seminars 
held during the last year and although I do not have the 
exact figures at the moment there should be some ten or 
twelve thousand dollars remaining of the original contri- 
bution* In addition the Committee has intact and untouched 
the $35,000.00 contributed by the Lilly Endowment. A 
budget has been set up for the proposed standing committee 
from joint recommendations of the chairmen of the two 
Special Committees amounting to $9,750.00 for the next 
year. This ABA budget is solely to cover operations of the 
Committee itself such as committee meetings and the like. 

At the Chicago meeting as well as by determination of the 
Committee it has been felt that the staff consultant or 
assistant should be established at Cincinnati in the interest 
of efficiency, particularly during the formative stages of 
the Committee T s program. There will be no fringe costs 
involved in this inasmuch as office space and telephone is 
available at no cost* The terms discussed for permanent 
employment was on an annual basis at a salary of $10,750*00 
plus moving expenses.

Edwards commented then that draft contained some good ideas, some needed study 
and he had made marginal notes on the draft. 

Wood states draft was result of request by Malone for his ideas on 
improvement of academy and was not intended as formal request for -change in NA 
curriculum but primarily for use in study of curriculum.

During his Bureau career he has been CENSURED and COMMENDED 
on several occasions. By letter dated 3-14-62, he was CENSURED inasmuch 
as he shared the responsibility for several weaknesses which were found 
in the operation of the Training and Inspection Division during an in- 
spection, particularly in administrative procedures dealing with the 
delivery of mail and a failure to promptly submit a memorandum for the 
Bureau's attention concerning a New Agent who was found to be overweight. 
During a recheck inspection of the Training and Inspection Division he 
was CENSURED by letter dated 6-29-62, inasmuch as it was noted that 
several incidents had occurred recently which pointed up the need for 
closer supervision of training matters under his jurisdiction. There 
had been some indication that the National Academy Associates were 
slipping away from the guidance of the Bureau and 1he failure to insure 
that a Bureau representative was appointed to a state police training 
commission was most disturbing. Furthermore, he was not aware of the 
unavailability or personal misconduct of a former firearms instructor 
nor had he detected a highly undesirable attitude on his part which 
he exhibited when recently interviewed by a Bureau official.

Yesterday Assistant Director Tavel made available to the Laboratory the 
original of a typewritten anonymous letter addressed to the Director accompanied 
by an envelope postmarked May 16, 1965, at El Paso, Texas, as well as a copy of 
this same letter addressed to Mr. Tolson, the envelope of which was similarly 
postmarked. The letter makes unfavorable reference to Inspector Edwards. 
Assistant Director Tavel requested that the letter, copy and both envelopes be 
subjected to appropriate Laboratory examination.

It was determined that the letter was written on a Remington typewritex 
equipped with pica style of type spaced ten characters per inch. The type in this 
letter was searched through the Anonymous Letter File but is not identical with any 
of the material contained therein. At Assistant Director Tavel's request the 
typewriting was compared with fvnp -annoy ing on various documents in the personnel 
file of former Special AgftnlJ

Wisconsin. 



The Latent Fingerprint Section has processed the letter, the copy and 
two envelopes for latent prints and one latent fingerprint of value was developed on* 
the envelope addressed to Mr. Tolson and three latent fingerprints were developed 
on the copy of the letter sent to Mr. Tolson. No latents were developed on the letter 
or envelope addressed to the Director. None of the latents developed on the material 
going to Mr. Tolson were identical with the fing^Bprint^of /d^me^pQj^^^^^

Anonymous letter to Director 5-15-65 made following allegations: 
Allegation #1: About a year ago Lynn Edwards was to speak at conference of prosecuting 
attorneys of southwestern states in Phoenix, Arizona, but never spoke because incapable 
due to prolonged intoxication. Facts: Edwards attended two conferences in Phoenix, one 
from October 6-9, 1963, and second from March 3-8, 1964. He was scheduled to speak, 
and actually did, at both conferences, but from other facts writer apparently refers to 



October, 1963, conference, SA 



and former SAC Edward Boyle both state 



they had breakfast with Edwards prior to speech, saw him in front of conference room, and 
no indication he had been drinking. Summary of remarks by Edwards later published in 
summary of meeting.

Facts: Edwards states 
before leaving on 8:30 A. M. plane on 10-10, five hours after ticket issued, he asked Boyle 
what to do to properly comply with ticket since he could not appear in court. Boyle

indicated probably no action would be taken since out-of-state driver and agreed to inquire 
and advise Edwards if any fine or other action. Edwards heard nothing further, later be 
asked Boyle and was told Boyle had personally inquired, no action was taken, and Edw;k7c 
could forget matter. Edwards felt since status as Bureau employee not known Bureau 
[would not be involved and regrets he did not advise Bureau earlier. Director noted: 
"Edwards should have promptly reported this. H. " Boyle confirms above, states he 
appeared before Judge Smith, entered plea of guilty for Edwards, offered to pay fine, but 
Judge Smith stated under circumstances he would suspend fine. Judge Smith recalls 
incident, confirms that Boyle offered to pay fine but suspended as courtesy to law enforce- 
ment agency. Gale denies knowing this and Boyle denies telling him. 



Original letter is being processed by Laboratory for latent prints and 
comparison with anonymous letter file and typewriting in file of former Agent 



who is in Phoenix. Results will be promptly set out when examinations completed. 

While it appears allegations against Edwards are exaggerated distortion of 
jtrue facts and no evidence Edwards was drunk, he certainly should have reported promptly 
'the receipt of traffic ticket. 

RECOMMENDATION: 

I That Edwards be censured for failure to promptly report the traffic ticket

Assistant Director Tavel has asked me for some specific information to 
supplement my statement to you of 5/19/65. 

1. Activities night of 10/8/63, including time I got to bed and whether drinking. 

This was the night the host Attorney General had scheduled a reception 
and the State Dinner. The reception was a cocktail party. I was there about 45 
minutes and had two highballs of bourbon and water (I never drink more than two 
at such receptions). There was no drinking at the dinner. It lasted until after 
10:00 PM. 

Thereafter I remained in the Westward Ho Hotel, visiting and conversing with 
the various Attorneys General and their wives. This was. in the Hospitality Room 
set up by the host, and at the hotel outside poolside where there were tables and 
chairs. I had one bottle of beer at the Hospitality Room, and nothing at poolside. 

At about 1:15 AM, Attorney General Shepherd of Idaho asked me to have a cup 
of coffee with him since he said he had to leave that morning to return to Idaho and 
had some law enforcement training problems to talk to me about. The coffee shop 
was closed so he asked me to come around with him to the Highway Patrol quarters 
in the hotel (the host Attorney General had a number of Highway Patrol officers 
on duty to assist the convention) because he wanted to firm up his transportation 
to the airport. I accompanied him and after he squared away his transportation 
we talked about his desire to put on some law enforcement schools. 

We visited with a number of the Highway Patrolmen who were sitting around in 
the room. We had about two drinks (I had bourbon and water) with them. I estimate 
it was about 3:00 AM when I said good night and went to my room. The next day's 
panel was not scheduled to start until 10:00 AM. There was a breakfast scheduled 
prior to the p anel but I p lanned on skipping that because I had arranged to meet 
Special Agent I b rior to the panel to arrange for my return airline reservation 

and ticket, and to obtaih any news clippings and mail from the office. 

On returning to my room, I showered and shaved so that I could sleep until the 
last minute in the morning.

2. Recollection of events of morning of 10/9/63. 

Mr. Tavel tells me that Agen] |and SAC Boyle couldn't arouse me by 

phone that morning of October 9 and had to get the manager to admit them to the 
room since it was locked from the inside. I havft no .precise recollection of this, 

but I do vaguely recall one morning when Ageq | and SAC Boyle came into my 

room and awakened me. My first reaction was that there was some emergency. They 
said no, that they had merely become concerned when I hadn't heard the phone or knock 
on the door. I asked them to wait a few moments until I dressed but they said they 
would see me in the lobby, perhaps because they wanted to move the car to a better 
parking spot or something else meantime. I know I met them minutes thereafter in 
the lobby, which I would estimate was shortly after 9:00 AM. Hotel phones don't 
normally ring more than a short single ring and my room was an end corner one 
with the bed quite removed from the door. I obviously had not much to drink the 
night before. The only excuse I could possibly advance for my sleeping that soundly 
is the drastic climate change plus the high altitude of Phoenix, as well as the fact I 
had gotten to bed late. 



3. Why out at 3:30 AM on 10/10 and activities since eating dinner at 9:00 PM. 
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My original estimated time of having dinner is off. I do know it was quite late 
before starting dinner because I handled numerous wind-up matters in connection 
with the meeting which ended late that day on 10/9, made some phone calls, packed 
my clothes, and got all ready to check out since my plane next morning was 8:30 AM. 

This was my first trip to Phoenix, the meeting was over, and since there had 
not been an opportunity to see this scenic area and I had heard so much about 
it, I decided to drive out to the Camelback Mountain and Scottsdale region. I 
particularly planned to go to Mountain Shadows because I had previously met a 
retired couple*from there who had wanted me to have dinner and visit with them 
before going back and when I told them my schedule was not certain enough to make 
a definite arrangement, they said I could usually find them around the pool or at the 
various events at the Mountain Shadows Hotel and if I got a chance, just to come out. 
Also, I had wanted to again see the golf pro there who is the nephew of an Agent 
and who had asked me to come out at night after he got through work so he could 
show me around. 

It was after midnight when I finished dinner and arrived at the Shadows, 
because I recall going into the bar and shortly after ordering a bottle of beer, the 
bartender came around for M last call Tt saying he closed at 1:00 AM. So I had a 
second bottle of beer and estimate it was about 1:20 AM when I finished, leaving 
two couples still sitting there with whom the bartender was conversing.

5. Details about refusal to sign ticket. 

At most I expressed a reluctance to sign the ticket for two specific reasons: 
(1) I didn r t want to sign anything which could be construed as an unequivocal plea of 
guilty to speeding; and (2) I didn't want to commit myself to personally appearing at 
traffic court because of my scheduled departure from Phoenix that morning. I did not 
engage in any argument with these officers, but they seemed unable to satisfactorily 
answer my two questions, and while I was discussing the matter, a third officer 
of higher rank appeared on the scene and when he explained that signing the ticket 
was no admission of guilt and would not preclude my having someone else appear 
for me, I was satisfied, signed the ticket, and that ended the discussion. I turned 
around and headed back to my hotel. Regarding information given to Mr. Tavel 
by one of the officers to the effect that I asked to see the Chief of Police, I obviously 
would not have asked to see the head of the Department at this hour. I may have 
asked the officer to check with his chief (i. e. Supervising Sergeant)to obtain the 
answers to my questions when he couldn't satisfactorily resolve them. 

I wish to emphasize that at no time in my discussion did I try to dispute 
their claim about exceeding the speed limit, or try to dissuade them from issuing 
the ticket or doing their duty. I just didn't want to be suckered into signing something 
without being completely satisfied as to its import. When I asked SAC Boyle to appear 
on my behalf re the ticket, I did not in any way indicate I felt I had been wrongfully 
charged. I wanted him to pay any fine involved and not do anything to "fix" the 
ticket. 

Mr. Tavel informed me these officers learned from him for the first time 
that I was with the FBI and indicated that if I had only told them so, they would have 
issued no ticket. All I can say is I would never knowingly use my FBI status to try 
to escape a traffic citation, and would have no sympathy with anyone who did.

Mr. Tavel indicated that one of the officers said he got the impression that I was 
either the Attorney General from the State of West Virginia or with his staff. 
Obviously this is ridiculous on its face because the officer admittedly had my 
operator's license showing me to be a resident of the State of Virginia. Further, 
for me to have endeavored to misrepresent myself as being any Attorney General 
or member of his staff would have been foolish because this matter could have been 
immediately refuted by checking at the Westward Ho Hotel, The most I indicated 
was that I was a guest at the Westward Ho attending the Attorneys General Conference 
and they did not ask me nor did I volunteer what my specific position was. 

I wish to also emphasize that at no time in the discussion with the officers 
was any question raised that I had even been drinking. I was not asked to get 
out of my car, and I was not followed back to my hotel to the best of my knowledge. 
If I was observed doing any weaving on the road, it was because I was searching 
for street or other signs to orient me. If these officers later indicated to anyone 
I showed any signs of drinking and didn't say or do anything about it with me, they 
were flagrantly shirking their duty.

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On March 6, 1964, I appeared on the program at 
the Ramada Inn and spent several hours at the Inn. I recall 
specifically that Inspector Edwards was in the audience 
during my speech and after the speech, in the company of 
Inspector Edwards, I talked to a newspaper reporter. An 
article appeared in one of the Phoenix papers regarding the 
speech, and I subsequently learned from Inspector Edwards 
that another paper desired to obtain an interview regarding 
the speech, so I arranged to meet Inspector Edwards at the 
Ramada Inn at 8 a.m., I believe, on March 7, 1964. 

On March 7, 1964, I met Inspector Edwards and had 
approximately 30 to 40 minute interview with a reporter from 
a local newspaper. 

On March 7, 1964, I was invited to a dance and 
cocktail party at the Phoenix Country Club which was the 
grand finale of the convention. On this occasion I saw 
Inspector Edwards for approximately 10 minutes at which time 
I introduced him to my wife, and I saw him throughout the 
evening with other persons at the convention. The program 
at the party consisted of cocktails, dinner and entertain- 
ment. At the conclusion of the entertainment, my wife and 
I went home. 
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The only contact that I had with Inspector Edwards 
was during daylight hours- official business, other than the 
social function mentioned above. I did not hear Inspector 
Edwards talk* At no time did I observe him in an intoxi- 
cated condition. At the grand finale social function I 
observed him to take a drink and I had a drink with him. 
As far as I could tell his conduct was above reproach. 

I have no knowledge of Inspector Edwards 1 mis- 
conduct as to drinking or of any traffic ticket that he is 
alleged to have received.

In connection with my discussions with Mr, Tavel, 
the following is my recollection of what happened during 
Mr, Edwards T visit to Phoenix on the occasion of his attend- 
ance at the Western Association of Attorneys General in October, 
1963. 

As I recall on 10/7/63, late in the afternoon, I 
was requested by SAC Edward L. Boyle to accompany him to the 
Westward Ho Hotel to discuss with Inspector Lynn Edwards an 
outline for a search and seizure speech which he was to de- 
liver to the above association on 10/8/63. I recall accompany- 
ing SAC Boyle to the Westward Ho and contacting Mr. Edwards, 
at which time we had a brief discussion of the subject he 
planned to present to this group. 

The following morning on 10/8/63, about 8:15, I 
accompanied SAC Boyle to the Westward Ho where we met Inspector 
Edwards and had breakfast with him. I had previously prepared 
a 5-page typewritten outline for Mr. Edwards on search and 
seizure. We discussed the outline and he requested me to remain 
at the Westward Ho Hotel in the event questions were asked after 
the speech. I recall sitting at the back of the room v/here 



the conference was held with SAC Boyle and Inspector Edwards 
was at one of the front tables. Mr. Boyle mentioned that 
the program was running behind time and that by the time 
Inspector Edwards had finished speaking, it would be lunch 
time and there would be no time for questions and there would 
be no necessity for me to remain any longer. I thereafter 
left for a police school at Arizona State University. On 
this occasion I did not actually hear Mr. Edwards deliver his 
speech which was after I left, but he certainly was not in- 
toxicated and there was no evidence that he had been drinking 
on this occasion. 

On the morning of 10/9/63 I recall being requested 
by SAC Boyle to pick up airline tickets for Mr. Edwards and 
deliver them to him at the Westward Ho Hotel. I left the 
office about 8:20 a.m., picked up the tickets and went to the 
Westward Ho, arriving about 9 a.m. I went, to the conference 
room to locate Mr. Edwards, I did not see Mr. Edwards there. 
I did contact the Attorney General from the State of Washington, 
whom Mr. Edwards had introduced to me on the previous day at 
breakfast, and asked him if he had seen Mr. Edwards. He 
stated he had not. I then went to the hotel house phone 
after determining his room number and called his room. I 
received no answer. I then went to the restaurant to see 
if I could locate him there. When I could not locate him 
I then went to the ninth floor and knocked on his door.

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I received no response. I then contacted one of the maids 
on the floor who was cleaning rooms and asked her if she could 
open J^STso that I could leave Mr. Edwards 1 airline ticket 
there. After examining the door she told me the door was 
locked from the inside and that her key would not open the 
door and that she would have to have the manager open the 
door. Realizing that Mr. Edwards might have been ill, I 
immediately contacted SAC Boyle who arrived at the hotel 
shortly thereafter. We then contacted the manager who 

as I recall, and he accompanied Mr. Boyle 



was called 



and me to Mr. Edwards 1 room on the ninth floor. Using his 
master key, the manager opened the door and we observed 
Mr. Edwards as being sound asleep in the room. The manager 
of the hotel immediately left and Mr. Boyie awakened Mr. 
Edwards. I then gave Mr, Edwards his ticket. Mr. Edwards 
was apparently surprised at finding the two of us in his 
room, but he immediately got up. I left the room immediately 
after handing him the ticket. I was in the room no more than 
one minute. I saw no evidence that he was drunk and he appeared 
rational as we very briefly discussed the ticket. 

I waited in the &all and in approximately one 
minute Mr. Boyle came out of Mr. Edwards 1 room. We both 
went to the hotel lobby and I left immediately for the police

school at Arizona State University. 

These were my only contacts with Mr. Edwards during 
his visit at this time.

/ This memo is submitted in answer to the anonymous communication 

dated 5/15/65 addressed to the Director postmarked at El Paso, Texas, 5/16/65 
making allegations concerning me during a conference of Prosecuting Attorneys 
of the Southwestern States which the author claims was held in Phoenix, Arizona, 
about a year ago and at which he alleged I never spoke as scheduled at this 
conference because of incapacity "due to prolonged intoxication." I am very sorry 
the Director and the Bureau have to take up valuable time with this vicious matter 
but I can assure you and the Director that this is an unmitigated vicious lie, I have 
been privileged to represent the Director and the Bureau in various important 
liaison functions for almost the past five years and this is the very first complaint 
to my knowledge concerning my handling of these matters . I have always been very 
proud of the privilege to represent the Director; this work has many times been 
far from easy; and I have spent a great deal of my own time and money in an effort 

5 to do the kind of job I felt would bring credit to the Bureau and serve its best interests 




Specifically, concerning the Phoenix meetings, there were two which I 
attended and from the allegations in this letter, it is difficult to pinpoint with 
exactitude which one the author has in mind. So, I will briefly refer to both of them. 

The very first time I was ever in Phoenix was to represent the Bureau 
at the 1963 annual meeting of the Western Association of Attorneys General. This 
was held at the Hotel Westward Ho in downtown Phoenix, 10/6-9/63. I arrived by 
plane the evening of 10/6/63, was registered at the Hotel Westward Ho and I departed 
Phoenix by plane on the morning of 10/10/63 . I was scheduled to speak on a Tuesday 
morning panel, 10/8/63, on the subject of "Search and Seizure" with particular 
reference to law enforcement problems arising from the U. S. Supreme Court's 
decision in Mapp v. Ohio. Assistant Attorney General M. H. Hemmen of the State 
of Washington was also on the panel. I spoke as scheduled beginning at approximately 
11:00 a.m., and spoke for about twenty minutes following which there were some 
questions and answers. The summary of my remarks was subsequently printed in the 
formal summary of the meeting on pages 8, 9 and 10 (Summary attached) . Former 

(Attorney General of Arizona Robert Pickrell was the conference host and I am sure 
he as well as all of the individuals in attendance can vouch for my complete sobriety.

The second and only other time I was in Phoenix was to represent the 
Bureau at the winter meeting of the National District Attorneys Association held 
at the Ramada Inn, outskirts of Phoenix, 3/3-7/64. I was scheduled to arrive in 
Phoenix the afternoon of 3/3/64 but was fogged in at Chicago and did not arrive 
until the early morning hours of 3/4/64. I stayed at the Ramada Inn during the 
entire meeting and departed from Phoenix Sunday morning 3/8/64. I was scheduled 
to speak on the program Wednesday afternoon, 3/4/64. The session was from 
2:30 to^4]P0 p.m. , the title was "Topics of Interest to Prosecutors. " Former SAC 
Edward^3oyle was also scheduled as a speaker and there were several prosecutors 
' as panelists. Both Boyle and I appeared. Boyle summarized FBI cooperative 
services of interest to local prosecutors and I spoke regarding recent problems to 
prosecutors and law enforcement which have arisen from Supreme Court cases, 
many of which pertained to the expanding rise of due process which have had the 
effect of broadening the rights of the criminal and subordinating the rights of society, 
IThe panel was well attended. There were numerous complimentary remarks

on my last night in Phoenix following the termination of the Attorneys General 
meeting late that afternoon (10/9/63) I drove a rented car in order to see some of 
the Phoenix area, particularly the Camelback Mountain and Scottsdale area which 
is so much talked about. I was alone the entire time, I drove out to some highly 
recommended restaurant where I had dinner about 9:00 p. m. Thereafter I drove 

I to the famous Mountain Shadows Resort Hotel, walked around the lighted outdoor 
pool and lobby area, had two bottles of beer at the bar and then started driving back 
to my hotel because I had to catch an 8:30 a. m. flight in the morning. 

The distance back to Phoenix was considerable and the route was a bit 
confusing because I had been more intent on sightseeing while driving out. Without 
realizing it, I drove past the intersection I should have taken into Phoenix. After 
proceeding some miles, the area began to look strange and I tended to speed up in 
search of some sign or service station where I might inquire. All of a sudden I 
was flagged down by a police vehicle with a flashing red light. They asked for my 
operator's permit and seeing it was out of state and my car had Arizona tags, they 

(asked where I was headed. When I told them M The Westward Ho Hotel" they acted 
somewhat incredulous and said I was headed away from that. The_y_£aye_ me a 
£2£^-k!2^^ and told me where I had missed the intersection 

about fivemu^back. I thajaked them, turned around and drove back to my hotel. 

That morning (10/10/63) I had a cup of coffee with SAC Boyle at the 
i airport before boarding my plane at 8:30 a. m. Inasmuch as I would have no 
II opportunity to take any action myself on the traffic ticket, I told SAC Boyle of the 
incident and asked him to ascertain for me just what I had to do to properly comply 
with the ticket. SAC Boyle said that this would probably involve no action whatever 
because I was from out of state and although Arizona was known to be strict on 
traffic enforcement, it was also known to be extremely lenient with tourists and 
| other out of state drivers. I emphasized to SAC Boyle that a "speeding ticket was 
no major sin n and therefore I wanted to handle it properly. (This was only the 
second traffic ticket I had ever received in my life and the first one for exceeding 
the speed limit. ) SAC Boyle assured me that he would personally make inquiry 
and if there was any fine or other action he would promptly advise me. On my 
return home I also alerted my wife to be on the lookout for any communication which 
might come to my home address from the Phoenix Traffic Department so that Hhe 
could promptly notify me of any action required in the event I might be out of town.

At some considerable time thereafter I was talking to SAC Boyle and again 
reminded him of this and he told me that he had personally inquired of the matter 
and that no fine or other action was taken and that I should forget the entire thing, 
and further, that no special consideration had been requested or afforded, probably be 
because I was from out of state.

About a year ago there was a conference of prosecuting 
attorneys of the wouthwe stern states held at Phoenix, Arizona, 
One of the speakers at this conference was to he your assistant, 
Lynn Edwards", Mr* Edwards never spoke because he was incapable due 
to prolonged intoxication, I do not think you were made aware of 
this situation because I just learned that Mr, Edwards is still 
one of the top officials of the FBI. I am sure you do not want 
this type person representing you throughout the country and 
this is why I am writing you*. 

The facts of this Phoenix incident was common knowledge 
to the attorneys attending the conference. They were reported 
to the immediate superior of Mr, Edwards* Jim Gale, who apparently 
chose to take no action. The facts are this. 

The conference was held at a__main hotel en Central Avenue 
in Phoenix and several of the persons "attending stayed "at this 
hotel, as did Mr, Edwards. On the morning Mr. Edwards was to 
speak, he did not appear so about twenty minutes before his sch- 
eduled sr>eaeh, the hotel manager went to. Mr, Edwards* room and 
knocked," When ho failed 'to get a response to his knock, the 
manager opened the door to the room. He found Mr. Edwards in 
bed and in such a drunken condition that -he called the man in 
charge of the FBI in Arizona, a Mr. Ed Boil* Two FBI agents ■ 
came to the hotel and spent the day getting Mr, Edwards sober.
